Dudley Puck, one of the 


world’s most brilliant scien- 
tists, died in the Winchester 
Nospital last Thursday, the 
victim of a virus pneumonia. 

A resident of Wilmington 
since 1950, he was the inven- 
tor of the cryotron, an unbel- 
ievably smal! replacement for 
the transistor. 100 of them 
can be placed in a thimble. 

ye was Assistant Professor of 
Blectrical Engineering, at the 
wassachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

Mr Buck was born in San Fran- 
cisco April 25, 1927 and re- 
ceived his primary education 
in the public school system of 
California. tle was awarded a 
Pachelor of Science degree 
from the University of Wash- 
ington in 1948, and spent two 
years in the US Navy as a Oom- 
munications Officer. 

In 1950 he entered the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Techno- 
logy, buying his home of Rirch 
wood Road at that time. In ad- 
dition to his studies he be- 
came a research assistant, de- 
voting much of his time to 
special projects in the Lin- 
coln ; aboratories. 

Lincoln , aboratories announc- 
ed in 1956 that Dr. ruck had 
developed a new device known 
as the cryotron, a small elec- 
tronic switch operating at low 
tempesatures. The operation is 
based on the effects of mag- 
netic fields on superconduct- 
ivity at liquid helium temper- 
atures. 

The cryotron is expected to 
pave the way for the develop- 


ment of much smaller and light] 


se ae 


er digital computers, 
ly known as ‘electronic 
brains’ and used in practical- 
ly every phrase of military op 
erations today. 

The cryotron is now being de- 
veloped in over 40 laborator- 
ies in the United States, and 
& computor, now being develop- 
ed by the Arthur L. Little Oo. 
of Cambridge is based on this 
instrument.

Dr. Buck’s paper, ‘The Cryo- 
tron - A superconductive Com- 
putor Component won the Krow- 
der J. Thompson Memrial prize 
of the Institute of Radio En- 
gineers, in 1957. 

He received his degree of 
Doctor of Science in Electric- 
al Engineering in June 1958, 
and was appointed Assistant 
Professor of Engineering in 
the next month, at MIT. 

His life in Wilmington was 
emally fruitful. We organized 


Troop 56, Wilmington Poy 
Scouts and his enthusiasm did 
much for the Scout movement in 
Wilmington. He was the author 
of the song ‘Camp Forty Acres’ 
He was a Sunday School Tea- 
cher, in the’ Methodist Church, 
and became a Lay Preacher in 
that church. 

In 1956 he was elected to the 


School Committee and was chair 
man a year ago. His approach 
to the problem of public edu- 
cation was serious. He iniated 
a plan of School Committee - 
Teacher meetings for the pur- 
bose of exchanging ideas, de- 
fining objectives and encour- 
aging advanced teacher study. 
His goal was to have Wilming- 
ton’s schools unsurpassed, as 
an educational institution, by 
1967. 

Dr. Ruck found opportunity in 
his life for many other ac- 
tivities. He was on the Com- 
mission of Worship and Fine 
Arts, in the Methodist Church. 
He was an adult advisor for 
the Junior High Fellowship of 
his church. He was prominent 
in the Lowell Boy Scout Coun- 
cil. 

His work for MIT, and for the 
American Security Council kept 
Mr. fuck travelling over much 
of the country. One time, at- 
tending a School Committee 
meeting he remarked ‘I can 
still hear the plane’s mgines 
in my ears’. Ne had left Palo 
Alto California, that morning. 
He is survived by his widow, 
the former Jacqueline Wray, of 
North Easton, who he married 
in 1954, and three children, 
Carolyn, Douglas and an eight 
weeks old son, David.

RAYTHEON FOUND! WITH 
THE MYSTIC TRANSFORMER 
“INDIANS’ 

Dr. Charles G. Smith, one of 
the three founders of the 
Raytheon Company, has become 
an ‘Indian" at the Mystic 
Transformer Qompany, on West 

Street. 
The Mystic Transformer people 
newer industries 


in Wilmington, is a place 
where there are no ‘Chiets’. 
just ‘Indians’, according to 


the enthusiastic employees of 
the company. 

While Dr. Smith has reverted, 
perhaps - to the lowly status 
of an ‘Indian’, he won't be 
just exactly like the rest of 
the tribe at the West Street 
teepee-- for Dr. Smith, in- 
stead of winding transformers, 
and consulting charts, will 
sit at a desk and doodle. 

Dr. Smith wants to find out 
what there is to be known a- 
bout mercury, and he wants to 
find out how to take the salt 
out of water from the ocean, 
at a cost that will make it 
worth while. In other words 
Dr. Smith wants to engage in 
his own research, on his own 
time, and without looking at 
a time clock. 

The ‘Indians’ are cooperating 
by letting him have his own 
desk, and plenty 
of sharpened pencils. The rest 
is up to him 

A Texas boy, born on a 1000 
acre ranch in 1880, Dr. Smith 
is aman who has over 150 pa- 
his name - patents 
which he started making even 
while he was a student at lar- 
vard Ollege. 
was a student of Dr. 
George Wi. Pierce, in the Cruft 
laboratory, in Harvard, back 
in the days when the atomic 
theory was one of the more 
esoteric suvjects. 

br. Pierce was interested in 
radio circuits and had made 
important contributions to the 
amplifier and control tube 
field. Working with Dr. Pierce 
Smith ( the Doctorate came 
later) developed gaseous an- 
plifiers and rectifier tubes, 
Lased on the so-called ‘short- 
path’ principal. 

This was the beginnin; patent 
of the Anerican Appliance Oom- 
pany - which three years later 
took the name of haytheon. 

The company was founded by 
br. Vannevar Push, Laurence K. 
Narshall, and Dr. Smith, and 
its first important product 
was the new tube, which it 
started to manufacture in 1925 
and of which it sold 51,000, 
00 worth in a few years. 

The path which led to the 
invention of this tube started 
in a star called Zeta Puppis, 
which is near the constella- 
tion Aires, in the Southern 
Nemisphere. 

Spectrum lines, from this 
star, long ago attzacted the 
attention of "arvard astrono- 


He 


mer E. C. Pickering. An un- 
known series of lines was at 
tributed to light from the I!y- 
drogen Atom - in a form be- 
lieved not to exist on this 
earth. fecause the lines were 
similar to other lines attri- 
buted to ydrogen this was at 
first accepted, and then ques- 
tioned. The lines in question 
became known as the Pickering 
series, and many scientific 
ninds pondered the phenonomen, 
but with no results. 

Neils Prohr, in Copenhagen, 
calculated that some of the 


lines in the Pickering Series| 
could be caused by ionized! 
helium - helium which has lost 
one of its two electrons. With; 
but one eletron revolving a- 
round the nucleus it was sug- 
gestive in many ways of kidro- 
gen. 

The problem went back to Har- 
vard, where Professor Lyman 
suggested to one of his stu- 
dents ( Smith) that it might 
be worth some research. 

The research was expensive, 
for in those days the only He- 
lium available came from cer- 
tain radio-active sands in In- 
dia, The cost of the Helium 
was 51500 a cubic foot, but 
Professor Lyman was able to 
procure a number of cubic feet 
of it. 

Smith worked on the problem 
for some time, with mo results 
One Saturday afternoon he 
thought of using a circular 
tube. He dashed over to th 
laboratory, but the glass- 
blower ( it being Saturday af- 
ternoon) was absent. 

A_Chinese student, named tbo, 
(later President of a Univer- 
sity in China) was aile to 
‘blow’ glass, and at Smith's 
request made the circular tube 
for him 

In this ring tube the pre- 
dictions of Neils fohr, con- 
cerning the Pickering Series 
were proven to. be accurate. 

As so often happens, another 
scientist made the discovery 
at about the same time, a 
Fritish student named Ande: 
son. Smith never had his work 
published as a result. 

Put, having become interested 
in Ionized Helium he continued 
his studies, studies which led 
into the long electronic path 
of ionized helium, and to the 
recognition of the ease of pu- 
rification of this isotype. It 
was these studies that led to 
the invention of the ‘S* tube, 
so named by Dr. Vannevar Push. 
The ‘S’ tube immediately be- 
came an integral part of all 
the early broadcasting sta- 
tions as a ‘rectifier’ conver- 
ting 4%C power to DC. 

It was about this time that 
Dr. Cush, Marshall and Smith 
decided to develop their own 
corpany, which, as related, was 
first called the American Ap- 
pliance Oompany. 

Smith had become interested 
in refrigerators. He was try- 
ing to develop something that 
he intended to become ‘the 
Ford of refrigerators,’ and 
Marshall visited his home 
nightly while they worked on 
the project - until after md- 
night. They borrowed $25,000 
to start their company. 

The refrigerator idea didn’t 
work out, but the radio tube 
did - and in three years, when 
they changed the name to Ray- 


theon - the word comes from 
the Greek, and means ‘Rays of 
the Gods’, they were really in 


the business of making radio 
tubes. 

Dr. Smith continued with Ray- 
theon until last December, 
when, having reached the age 
of 70 he retired. fis research 
was his life - as related he 
has acquired over 150 patents. 
fut one or two items, at 
least, continued to elude him, 
during the years, and one of 
these was a full knowledge of 
electric arcs in a magnetic 
field, while at the same time 
he has been intensely curious 
about the electrical proper- 
tiessof mercury. 

Or. Smith maintains that 
there is a lot to be Learned 
about this element. Its elec- 


trical properties have mysti- 
fied many men, himself in- 
cluded, and he intends to, de- 
vote a lot of thought to the 
subject - while sitting dn his 
office in the teepee on West 
Street.
